And what did we hear about the future for in- 
dividuals? That over the last decade the student 
body on the Kingston campus has doubled from 
2500 in 1955 to 5000 last year? That we have many 
new buildings, and will continue to steadly grow 
and expand in the future? 

Our Vice-President said that it is this very growth 
that will enable the individual to realize his poten- 
tial. If his remark is indicative of the future that is 
in store for the University, then we desperately hope 
that among all the facts and figures SOMEONE does 
remember that there are individuals, not numbers 
that are attending classes, cating in the cafeterias, 
and sleeping in dorms. Quantity is never going to 
mean quality here in Kingston or on any other cam- 
pus if the enrollment continues to climb while aca- 
demic facilities constantly struggle to keep pace. 

We have mass lectures for 200 to 300 students, 
a Centrex phone system, and an understanding that 
it is frowned upon to walk on the grass on the quad- 
rangle . . . all are danger signals of an impersonal 
atmosphere to come (if it is not already here). 

If the student at URI hesitates to ask his professor 
a question because of the large number of class- 
mates that surround him, or if a faculty member 
finds that he is- huving difficulty conducting his 
class because his voice is drowned out by the noise 
of a Jawnmower outside his window or by the noise 
of a power drill on a nearby sidewalk, then the very 
spirit of the educational system has become subordi- 
nated to the efficiency of the system's operation, This 
problem of noise from lawnmowers and power drills 
has already been encountered too often by students 
and faculty during URI's summer session this year. 
year. 

As this academic year begins, let's make sure that 
the challenge of developing URI's potential remains 
with students and faculty, and not with a plan to 
make URI an educational factory
